A STANDING CONUNDRUM 


Soviet agents are accused of selling 
wheat “short” in the United States, 
knowing that they could not deliver the 


wheat if called upon to do so. A good 
many others did the same _ thing 
last year. But Moscow is differently 
situated. If it couldn't deliver and 
wouldn’t pay, who would make it do 
either? Europe would be immensely 
obliged if the United States would show 
it how to make the Soviet keep its har- 
gains. That is what the countries there 
have been trying to find out for ten 
years. 


NATIONAL HIGHWAY MONEY 


The Ontario Government is planning 
where and how it will spend its share 
of the Dominion grant for the con- 
struction of a National highway, and is 
apparently doing the planning on the 
broad principle that the more it plans 
to spend the more it is likely to get. 
Unless the scheme to assist this under- 
taking is only a polite way of giving the 
Ferguson Government a hand-out for 
assistance rendered during the Domin- 
ion election campaign, Alberta should 
share in proportion to the length of the 
highway which will lie within this 
province and the amount that has been 
spent and will have to be spent upon its 
construction. 

The promptness of the Ontario 
Government, in launching a highway- 
building program in the northern part 
of that province while the appropriation 
bill was still before the House of 
Commons, suggests that the Govern- 
ment of Alberta had better make plain 
without delay that it expects fair treat- 
ment in the division of that portion of 
the twenty millions that is to be turned 
over for provincial expenditure under 
the heading of helping in the construc. 
tion of a national highway. 


SPREAD THE EXPENDITURE

proposes to ask the taxpayers for au- 
thority to spend some $700,000 next 
year in the building of new schools. If 
the taxpayers agree, the construction 
program may be commenced this fall, 
provided arrangements can be made that 
the Dominion Government would pay 
the extra cost of having some of the 
work done during the winter, as one 
means of creating employment. 

More school accommodation is un- 
doubtedly needed, and the bylaws will 
probably be ratified if the ratepayers 
can be shown that the amount asked is 
not excessive and that the building is to 
be done where it is most required. But 
it is in order to note that the erection 
of buildings does not provide the same 
amount of employment for unskilled 
labor as the carrying out of general 
city improvements. And the unskilled 
laborer is the one who is suffering most 
acutely at present through the displace- 
ment of hand labor by machinery. 

Whatever construction the school 
board may be empowered to proceed 
with, this cannot take the place of a pro- 
gram of street and other betterment, as 
a means of giving employment to men 
outside the building trades and other 
skilled occupations. A balanced pro- 
gram, including a fair amount of school 
construction and general improvements 
would be preferable from that, as from 
other standpoints. So far as possible 
the civic money to be spent should be 
distributed as widely as possible among 
all classes of wage-earners.

It is time that this claim was put to 
the test. Canadian manufacturers have 
suffered, probably more than they are 
aware, from its repetition, particularly 
in western Canada. It would be well to 
put the facts before the public, at a time 
when the manufacturers are being 
given a substantially increased measure 
of protection, which they naturally hope 
to be permanent. 

The people of Canada, it may be as- 
sumed with confidence, want their 
manufacturing industries to prosper; 
and they are not to be supposed to be 
either unreasonable or ignorant as to 
the exigencies which sometimes con- 
front a large manufacturing concern. 

If Canadian manufacturers do no 
worse than “dump” in Britain surplus 
products which they could not sell in 
Canada without demoralizing the mar- 
ket here and wrecking their enterprises, 
it would be better to proclaim that fact 
openly, rather than allow statements 
such as the above to be made and ac- 
cepted as describing their general busi- 
ness policy.

The group who made the tour 
have made no report as a group as 
they consisted of a number of indi- 
viduals making their own investiga 
tions. Neither Dr. Allen nor Profes- 
sor E. A. Hardy, the members of the 
party from Saskatoon, were con- 
| vineed that the mammoth commer- 
| elalleed farm would not supplant the 
family farm under Saskatchewan 
conditions. 

Lower cost of production per bushel 
af wheat was found on many of the 
Saskatchewan family sine farms than 
on the mammoth farms visited in 
Montana, “The Saskatchewan and 
Montana conditions are entirely dif- 
ferent,” says Dr. Allen.

Spot in Wide Storm 
Area 


This morning Edmonton was the 
only bright spot in a storm circle, and 
in consequence air services were con- 
siderably curtailed. 

Two planes got away from Cooking 
lake for McMurray, a Western Can- 
ada Airways machine with Pilot J. 
Moore, and a Commercial Airways 
plane with Pilot Glenn Roberts, 

It was not. expected that the ma- 
chines will go farther than Mc- 
Murray, as high ceiling in the north 
was reported to be not more than a 
thousand feet. 

The mail plane from the east failed 
to reach Edmonton on Tuesday after- 
noon when expected,
